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Some Points in Dairy Cattle Breeding 


By R. R. GRAVES, Dairy Division, U. S. Bureau of Animal Industry 


Editor’s note: 

Mr. Graves is in charge of the breeding experiments which 
the Government is conducting at Beltsville, Md. In this paper 
he sets forth some ideas in the matter of dairy cattle breeding 
that will command attention from the breeding public. There 
are sO many conflicting ideas, and it is so difficult to adduce 
conclusive data in proof of any given theory, that positive 
statements as to why One sire is great and another is medi- 
ocre, or why one combination of breeding may be depended 
upon to produce either good or poor results, are presumptions, 
Mr. Graves we are pleased to note does not fall into that error. 
We would call particular attention to his suggestion as to the 
importance of building up herds through the use of proven 
sires-—a much neglected proposition that would mean a great 
deal to the industry if carried out. Many of our breeders 
would not like to see minimized in any way the importance of 
producing dams in the scheme of successful breeding opera- 
tions. Breeders who have data from their own experience 
along this line are invited to write us in relation to it. 

ONSIDERABLE discussion has appeared in breed 

papers in the past few months regarding the ability 

of high-producing cows to reproduce high producers. 
Lists of high-producing cows that do not have any high-pro- 
ducing offspring have been brought forward. Other lists 
of high-producing cows that do have high-producing off- 
spring have been published. 

There are breeders who believe that if our highest-pro- 
ducing cows do not produce daughters that are capable 
of as high production as themselves, our method of select- 
ing breeding animals by records of production is a failure; 
and that the production of our herds can not be increased 
so long as we use records of production as the basis of 
selection. There are many others, of course, who stick 
to the old rule, “Like begets like”, and insist that the high 
producers do reproduce high producers. 

Quesions similar to the following are in the minds of 
many breeders: If an S00 Ibs. of fat cow is mated with 
the son of an S800 Ibs. of fat cow, should not the resulting 
offspring, if a heifer, also have the ability to produce 800 
Ibs. of fat? Should not a bull whose dam has a record of 
S00 Ibs. of fat be expected to get daughters that will pro 
duce around 800 Ibs. of fat? If such results can not be 
consistently secured. then by what method can we select 
animals for breeding purposes in order to get more reliable 
results? Wiuill selection of animals by score card or show 
ring type answer the need? 

There are many who believe that the successful breed 
ers of the past were successful because they possessed 
unusual ability to see something in animals which in 
dicated that they would be prepotent animals. There was 
something in the type, the vigor, the style, or the bearing 
ot an animal that suggested to these men the ability of 
certain animals to transmit certain characteristics, such 
as production and type. This belief was well stated by 
the writer of a recent article in the Breeders’ Gazette. He 
said, “Mr. had the rare gift of being able to pick a 
great sire as a calf. Hesiod 2d made him famous. I have 
heard it called luck, but I believe that most men who have 
developed great sires have had the picking gift.” 

To many breeders the .selection of breeding animals is 
closely associated with relationship. The sire that is to

be selected for use on a certain herd must be related to 
the females in that herd or it is believed he will not “nick 
well” with their blood lines and desirable results will not 
be secured. 

The question of selection of sires, selection of breeding 
animals, is a big one, a question that is all important in the 
breeding industry. We have never felt the need of a 
greater increased production per cow so much as we do 
today. The cost of labor and feed makes it imperative 
that the production of the average cow be increased if 
dairying is to be made profitable and at the same time the 
cost of our product is to be kept low enough to prevent 
foreign dairy products from competing with us for our 
home market. I believe it is true that dairymen have 
made great strides in better feeding and management, 
but is it not questionable if the inherent producing ability 
of the great mass of our dairy cattle has been improved? 
Is it not possible, because of the greater number of cows 
which are being tested for advanced registry, and because 
of our greater knowledge of feeding and handling cows on 
test, that the gradual increase in the average production 
of all cows officially tested, and the large number of 700,- 
S00-, and 900-lb. fat records being made, are misleading as 
to our real progress in breeding? Are we really breeding 
today animals of greater transmitting ability than De Kol 
2d, Paul De Kol, De Kol 2d’s Butter Boy, Coomassie, Stoke 
Pogis 3d, Sophie’s Tormentor,Golden Lad, May Rose 2d, May 
Rose King, France’s Masher 2d, and many other great 
breeding animals of the past? If approximately two-fifths 
of the sires that are used on our pure bred herds do not 
show improvement in their offspring, what proportion of 
the sires that are used on grade herds—which are not so 
well bred as those used on purebred herds—may we expect 
to show improvement? There is no question more im 
portant to the dairy industry than the proper selection of 
breeding animals It is worthy of much study and dis 


cussion In our discussion of the questiol et us first 
consider it from the viewpoint of the mechanism of inher

The heifer has hh er germ plasm ty raclorse yo vern- 
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ing color, one contributed by each parent. It is the same 
for all characters, though of course some characters are 
the result not of one factor, but of a combination of many 
factors. Though each individual has a double set of fac- 
tors for each character—one derived from each parent— 
only one set of factors is in each mature egg and in each 
mature spermatozoon, so that when the spermatozoon fer- 
tilizes the egg, the new individual will have the normal 
double set of factors. The single set of factors that the 
mature egg or spermatozoon contains at the time of fer- 
tilization, may be made up of those contributed by one 
parent for some characters, and of those contributed by 
the other parent for other characters. Each egg and each 
spermatozoon may have a different combination of the 
factors contributed by the parents and this is particularly 
true if the two parents were unlike in some characters. 
These factors determine what the characteristics of the 
new individual will be if that individual develops nor- 
mally; that is if the new individual is properly grown and 
suffers no injuries which will interfere with the full de- 
velopment of its inherent abilities. These factors wili 
also determine what characteristics the new individual 
will transmit to its own offspring. 

A heiier calf that is the result of a mating of an Angus 
bull with a Reqd Poll cow will have in its germ plasm the 
factors for both black and red. Thus:

But since the factor for black is dominant over red, in 
cattle, the calf will be black in color though it will carry 
in its germ plasm the factor for red as well as the factor 
for black, and will transmit red to part of its offspring. 

We say that black is dominant over red, and we mean 
by the term “dominant”, that when two unlike characters 
are brought together in an animal and the animal appears 
to have only one of these characters, the character that 
is apparent, is said to be dominant; and the character 
that is not apparent, is said to be “recessive”. For ex- 
ample, when a pure polled animal is mated with a horned 
animal the resulting progeny will be polled, because the 
hornless character is dominant. If a purebred Hereford 
is mated with a red Shorthorn, the progeny will have white 
faces, because the factor for the white face of the Hereford 
will be dominant. 

In the germ plasm of our Angus-Red Poll heifer, then, 
of the two like factors governing color, one is for black 
and the other for red. When this heifer becomes adult, 
in each ovum that matures in her body, there will be one 
of these two factors governing color—half of her ova may 
be expected to carry the factor for red and half the factor 
for black. If this heifer is bred during her whole lifetime 
to a bull bred like herself, one that carries the factors 
for both red and black, we may expect that three out of 
four calves will be black; one of the three will have both 
factors for black and two will be like the parents, having 
one factor for black and one for red, but because of the 
black being dominant they will appear black.

The fourth calf should have both factors for red; hence 
it will be red in color, and if bred to a pure red bull, should 
breed red continuously. 

If our black-red heifer is bred during her lifetime to a 
bull that has both his factors governing color for black, 
then we may expect that all of the heifer’s calves will be 
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black. Two out of each four may be expected to have 
both factors’ for black, and should breed black.

The other two will have the factors for both red and 
black, and though they will be black in appearance, will 
transmit red to half of their offspring. 

If our black-red heifer should be bred during her whole 
lifetime to a pure-bred Red Poll bull, both of whose color 
factors would be for red, we might expect that half her 
offspring would have both color factors for red and con- 
sequently would be red in color and transmit only red. 
Half her offspring would have the factors for both black 
and red. 

These would be black in color becausee of black being 
dominant over red in cattle, but they would transmit red 
to half their offspring.

This illustration of-the color inheritance and trans- 
mitting ability of the black-red calf is analogous to some 
extent to the inheritance of milk and butterfat producing 
ability in dairy cattle. We do not know whether the pro- 
ducing ability of a cow is due to the reaction of two factors 
or of two dozen different factors in her germ plasm. If 
we take the viewpoint that the cow of great producing 
ability must have a digestive capacity, an udder capacity, 
and a constitutional vigor far greater than those of ordin 
ary cows, then the producing capacity of the cow is not 
governed by one or two factors in her germ plasm, but 
rather, her superior producing capacity is the result of a 
large number of factors. 

On the other hand, we may take the viewpoint that 
most cows do have the capacity to assimilate and digest 
large amounts of feed, large enough udders, sufficient 
milk glands to secrete large amounts of milk, and sufficient 
constitutional vigor to withstand the physical strain of 
converting large amounts of grain, hay, grasses, and silage 
into milk and butterfat for month after month, and through 
many years, in addition to producing a calf every year or 
so; but only lack that something which stimufates the 
flow of focd-laden blood into the udder, the secretion of 
milk from those materials, and the consumption and di- 
gestion of a greater amount of food as a result of those 
activities. If this is the correct viewpoint, then we may 
assume that producing capacity is governed by a smaller 
number of factors. The larger the number of independent 
factors that are involved in determining large production, 
the more difficult it will be to breed an animal that will 
have great producing ability. 

The essential thing to remember at this point is that 
the sire and the dam each contribute factors relating to 
the producing ability of their offspring. If the sire and the 
dam have received different kinds of factors from their 
respective parents, let us say factors for low production 
from one parent and factors for high production from the 
other, they may transmit high production to part of their 
offspring and low production to part of their offspring 
and this is just what we frequently find in the daughters 
of a sire and dam, some capable of producing over 800 Ib. 
of fat, and some falling below 400 Ib. of fat. 

Let us suppose that we have a cow which has received 
from one parent the factors for high production and from 
the other parent the factors for low production. There- 
fore, she has in her germ plasm the factors for high pro- 
duction and also the factors for low production. Will

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The Holstein Cow in Politics 


ECENT developments prove the charge that the Hol- 

stein cow is becoming a power in state and national 

politics. Senator Harding at the time of his recent 
visit to the Minnesota State Fair, his first extended absence 
in the present campaign from his own front porch, recog- 
nizing the necessity, inspected the Holstein exhibit and got 
his picture taken with some of the grand champion animals. 
We show the photographic record of that incident on the 
front cover this week, the Senator displaying a justifiable 
pride in being shot in the company of the grand champion 
bull, Johanna Glenda Lad, Mayowood's best bet, and Jessie 
Pietertje Tritomia 4th, last year’s grand champion, who 
is the apple of Dr. Boeckmann’s eye. When we have gone 
this far. we have made only a beginning. Governor Cox, 
who will undoubtedly be our next president, if Senator 
Harding is not, also keeps a herd of Holsteins at his 
rrail’s End estate. We cannot vouch for this personally, 
ind neither can we exhibit any photographs in proof 
thereof, but we have no less than the authority of Jim 
Keynolds to back up the assertion. Jim, by the way, is a 
cle personal friend of Governor Cox, and is the only 
Democrat on our Board of Directors, and in the event of 
Governor Cox’s success in the presidential campaign, has 
been promised the position as Ambassador to Wales. 
History records the fact that President Taft kept a pure 
bred Holstein during his administration, and see what it 
did for him p ically. In the State political field, Judge 
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Miller, the Republican nominee in New York state, endeared 
himself to Holstein breeders everywhere by his sterling 
work for the Holstein-Friesian Association in the trial of 


the Cabana case in Buffalo last May. Up in Minnesota, 
Larry Hogdson, the Democratic nominee for governor, 


the most popular mayor that St. Paul ever had, is such a 
Holstein fan and is so thoroughly posted on the subject 
that his address before the annual meeting of the National 
Association last June was one of the outstanding features 
of a wonderful week. We could go on indefinitely along this 
same line, but here are shining examples enough to prove 
it is unmistakable. No matter what the political writers 
tell you therefore in regard to the reasons for the 
enthusiastic reception which Senator Harding received 
from the hands of the citizens of Minnesota, we will all 
know that the real reason was his intelligent interest in 
the Holstein exhibit, and perhaps the very election itself 
may hinge upon the World’s publication of the official rec 
ord of that interest. 


Show Ring Type and Production 


UCH has been written in the past concerning the 
M relative harmony or antagonism of what we may 

call Show Ring Type and Production. On the one 
hand, it has been contended that there was no adequate 
connection between the two—that an animal which by the 
accepted standards of the show ring might be a blue 
ribbon winner might almost as likely as not be a failure 
as a producer; and that, on the other hand, many of. the 
greatest producers would fall down on many of the vital 
points in the show ring. It is not our purpose at this 
time to enter into the merits of that discussion, except 
to say that, without the shadow of a doubt, the greatest 
financial return will accrue to the breeder who is able 
to combine successfully the type that wins in the show 
ring with the producing ability that wins recognition. 
That is, the combination that the public is willing to pay 
for. This situation is not a mere happenstance or the 
result of fad, but is based on a sound economic condition. 
While there are certain fine points of show ring type that 
perhaps have little connection with the producing end of 
the game, there are certain fundamental points in the 
individuality of the cow that indicate clearly dairy ca- 
pacity and dairy temperament. The man who makes a 
success of his breeding operations must necessarily be a 
student and more or less of an idealist. He must have in 
mind the characteristic which he wants to reproduce in his 
breeding operations. While it may work out very well on 
paper to disregard physical conformation and compute 
mathematically the proportion of high-producing offspring. 
that will result from the mating of certain animals on the 
theory of dominant and receptive characteristics, there 
are so many variable and unknown factors entering into 
such a computation in the every-day practice of breeding, 
factors of development and opportunity for getting rec- 
ords, ete., that any move on the part of our breeders 
to get away from the coupling of individuality and type 
and substituting therefor any other final basis of selec- 
tion, we believe would be a move in the wrong direction 
a move that would lower our standard of physical ex- 
cellence without a compensating improvement in produc- 
tion. In fact, until our scientists are able to work out 
these problems of breeding and bring the unseen forces 
within the reach and control of the every-day breeder, 
we believe it shall record greater progress all along the 
line by sticking to a combination of type and production 
that could possibly come from the layman’s understanding 
and analysis of dominant and receptive characteristics. 
The whole subject, however, makes an interesting study 
and one which might well be given the most careful] con- 
sideration of every breeder of livestock. 


The National Dairy Show 


OLSTEIN day at the National Dairy Show this year 
H is October 12, and from present indications we feel 

safe in making the assertion that the exhibit of 
Holsteins will be the greatest aggregation that has ever 
been brought together in the history of the breed. More 
breeders are now planning to send the choicest represen- 
tatives from their herds, and through the medium of the 
State Show Herds they are going to have an opportunity 
to be represented in this Blue Ribbon event of the show 
ring circuit. Some of the old standbys will be missed 
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this year, but even so, Judge Moscrip will have the hardest 
time of his career in sorting out the ribbon winners. Ac- 
cording to Manager W. E. Skinner, it looks like a black 
and white year at the Dairy Show, and it is up to the 
Holstein public to come out and support breeders who are 
public-spirited enough to send down their valuable an- 
imals and by their enthusiasm to drive home that same 
black and white idea to even the most casual visitor at 
the show. In addition to the Holstein exhibit which will, 
of course, be the main attraction for Holstein breeders, 
there will be the National Dairymen’s Sale the two follow- 
ing days, October 13th and 14th, in which some of the 
best herds from California to Massachusetts will be rep- 
resented by their choicest animals. The importance of 
Junior ‘Project work, in connection with the Calf Club ex- 
hibit which will be largely Holsteins, cannot be overesti- 
mated also, and the breeding public should give its most 
enthusiastic support to this National Dairy Show innova- 
tion. Breeders are urged especially to bring their own 
boys with them to the show, let them absorb some of this 
enthusiasm and do their part in helping generate more of 
it. There will be government exhibits, a complete line of 
improved dairy machinery, foreign exhibits of cheese and 
other dairy products and the baby exhibit. Every member 
of the family will be interested in what the show has to 
offer. Holstein breeders should ever bear in mind that, 
composing as they do the most important single unit in the 
dairy industry, they have an obligation to boost that in- 
dustry as well as the Holstein breeding industry; and 
apart from the direct Holstein appeal, therefore they 
should give their liberal support to the great show window 
of the dairy industry. We urge every reader of the World 
te attend if it is at all possible, as we know that if vou 
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do take in the show, you will always be pleased with 
your expenditure of time and money. 


Let’s Give Kansas Credit 


N the grist of fair reports appearing this week in the 
| World, one fact appeals to us as outstanding and that 

is that in spite of the splendid organization work that 
has been done during the past year and the strong active 
organizations that are now functioning in the larger Hol- 
stein states; in spite of all the talk and agitation that has 
been put forth in favor of sending out state show herds. 
it has remained for the breeders of Kansas to actually put 
it across and the Kansas state herd has been decidedly 
a factor all around the middle western circuit or at least 
the southwestern portion of it which they have been able 
to make. Without exception, they have brought out the 
two grand champion animals in the show and have taken 
their share of blues all the way through. The publicity 
value to the breeders directly represented and to the whole 
state is enormous. The point we wish to make is that 
Kansas with a small number of breeders and without a 
salaried organization and with a comparatively small num- 
ber of cattle to choose from has been able to get action; 
while the rest of us have been taking it out in conversa- 
tion. This business of getting out a state show herd Is 
the easiest thing in the world to let go by the board. We 
hope that the example of the Kansas breeders will bolster 
up the courage of any of the states which have been 
getting cold feet on the proposition to come out to the 
National shows at Waterloo and Chicago. Let’s actually 
put it over on the scale we have all been “hollering” 
about. 


Hackney Answers General Wood’s Letter 


Vice-President Hackney Presents Convincing Arguments on National Home Project 


Editor Holstein-Friesian World: 

I have read your editorial in the September 11th issue 
and the article written by General Wood, and I am of the 
opinion that General Wood does not understand the situa- 
tion, or he would not take the position he does. I do not 
believe that any member of our Association who is fa- 
miliar with the rapid growth we have met with in the 
last few years would oppose a change of location of our 
home office. If we had a building of our own at Brattle- 
boro, in other words, a large investment, and additional 
land on which we could extend our building, as additional 
room is needed, there might then be some reason for our 
staying there, but as I understand it we are crowded for 
room, and must secure additional space in the immediate 
future. We do not own the building. Therefore, there is 
nothing to stop us but the balance of our lease, to hold 
us in that location. 


There was a time when the Holstein-Friesian industry 
was largely a matter of the Eastern States. That time 
has gone by. I am sure that every breeder of Holsteins 
in the Eastern States now is just as anxious to secure a 
market in the Western field, as any of the Western breed- 
ers. And, I believe that every man interested in Hol- 
steins recognizes the importance of having our National 
Home located geographically in the center of our great 
land. There is absolutely no reason on earth why a move 
of this kind should be opposed. 


I would favor a location somewhere in the vicinity of 
Chicago. Not in Chicago, because of the fact that I believe 
a small town on the main line or lines of the railway, easily 
accessible from every direction would be much better than 
to be located in a large city where rent and everything else 
is correspondingly high. We should, if possible, have our 
new home located where it will be easily reached from 
North, South, East and West. 

The time has come when our organization is a large 
business in itself, and it must be run along entirely differ- 
ent lines than heretofore. It is not a one man job any 
longer. The Board of Directors and Executive Committee 
should be required to meet at least once every month 
for the transaction of business. The President and all of 
the Extension workers should have headquarters at the 
home office. The office of Superintendent Gardner should 
be in the same building with the Secretary’s office. In 





other words, this Association's business should be cou 
ducted as any other business corporation is doing its bus- 
iness now days. I believe that the sooner we get our 
Association operating under modern business methods, 
the sooner we will keep pace with the wonderful growth 
we have had during the last few vears. We are only 1n 
our infancy—we must build for the future. 

It would be absurd to attempt to enlarge our home 
office away down on the Eastern Coast, and cut off the 
advantages to be gained by a central location. I do not 
want to see any individual spar for the advantage of lo- 
cation, but I do want to see the home office put in a cen- 
tral location, accessible as nearly as possible to ail mem- 
bers of the Association alike. Naturally those closer to 
the home office will receive greater benefits, but for a 
member of our Association now living on the Pacific 
Coast to have to send his mail, or travel himself across 
the Continent to reach the home office, is absolutely 
absurd. 

I do not favor immediate building, unless we have 
sufficient funds to at least start one unit. This is a bad 
time to build, owing to the high cost of labor and material, 
but I do believe that we should select our location and 
make plans for a building soon, and we will be in a po- 
sition to do our business, as it should be done. 

I regard the action taken by the Convention in St. 
Paul as one of the most important steps than las been 
taken in a long time. 

The charge which General Wood makes that this “ac- 
tion would discredit a pack of school boys” is hardly 
worthy of a reply, in view of the fact that the Convention 
was made up of representative business men and farmers 
from nearly every State in the Union

means could’ be considered a perfect exponent of true 
Holstein conformation. Second prize bull was bred on the 
Pacific Coast. He is sired by the many times grand cham- 
pion of the California expositions, King Segis Alcartra 
Prilly and his dam is Spring Farm Pontiac Maid 2d, a 34- 
lb. daughter of King Korndyke Pontiac Lass. A. S. Slindee 
of Adams, Minn., showed him. Another son of Sir Johanna 
Glen Ormsby won third prize. 

Among the junior yearling bulls, twelve of which faced 
the judge, the easy winner was Victor Lohmann’s son of 
Dutchland Aaggie Tidy Prince. He stood out very clearly 
in this class. Second prize went to a much plainer bull 
shown by Andrew A. Johnson of Grove City, Minn., while 
W. S. Moscrip’s nicely built little son of Bessie Fobes 
Oak Homestead, quite a bit younger than the two winners, 
was adjudged third. 

“The senior calves numbered sixteen and the outstand- 
ing winner was the Minnesota Holstein Company’s Sir 
Inka Superior Segis sired by King Segis Pontiac Superior 
and out of the grand champion of the show, South Side Inka 
De Kol. Here is a beautifully built youngster, inheriting 
in generous proportions the wonderful handling quality 
of his dam and very hard to fault in competition. An 
entry by Martig Bros. of West Concord, Minn., although 
a very nice bull, had to be content with second place, 
with Christgau & Taylor showing a son of Sir Ormsby 
Hengerveld Segis for third. The Spaulding entry was 
fourth. 

Among the 13 calves who faced Axel in the baby bull 
class he found most pleasing a son of Piebe out of Grace 
Hengerveld Inka De Kol, a 37-lb. daughter of South Side 
Inka De Kol. This youngster is a remarkably fine handler 
and while he has improved in conformation very con- 
siderably within the past two months there was some 
question on the part of the ring-side as to his right to 
‘a first place, although as a dairy type the little fellow un- 
doubtedly has a lot to commend him. Some liked the 
Bacon entries better, as being more ruggedly built. They 
stood second and third with a son of the grand champion, 
Johanna Glenda Lad, in fourth place. It must be con- 
ceded, however, that if Judge Hansen was picking real 
dairy type, and he was fairly consistent at it throughout 
the show, he made no serious error in the selection of 
Piebe Inka Homestead. 


Axel made the aged bull, Johanna Glenda Lad, senior 
and grand champion, while the Lohmann junior yearling 
was his choice for the junior honors. 


The aged cow ring was a wonderful show, good show 
ring quality running down through fully half of the 35 
entries. It looked for a time as though the first prize 
three-year-old at the National Dairy Show last year, Jessie 
Tritomia De Kol 4th, showing dry, would win the com- 
petition for she stood at the head of Hansen’s short line 
nearly all the time, but after the cows, had been milked 
out Axel switched grand old South Side Inka De Kol to 
the head of the line and awarded her the blue, the Boeck- 
mann entry taking the red. South Side Inka De Kor, 
while not a large cow, has perfection of top line, general 
conformation, combined with an almost perfect udder 
and handling qualities that are certain to win for her in 
most any show ring. Her competitor is of different type 


-larger, with tremendous spring of rib, a rather coarse - 


shoulder and probably without as good an udder, although 
she showed dry against the winner. The third prize 
Judge Hansen gave to E. A. Heifort’s daughter of Dutch- 
land Aaggie Tidy Prince, a cow of moderately pronounced 
dairy type, but lacking somewhat in the evidences of ca- 
pacity that the second prize winner exhibited. E. J. 
Brosious showed for fourth a somewhat smaller cow’ with 
not quite so good a top line. Fifth and sixth prizes were a 
toss-up between two daughters of Sir Pietertje Ormsby 
Mercedes, one of the famous Lady Glen Artis Ormsby and 
the other a daughter of Spring Brook Bess Burke 2d. 
Here were two nice big cows, both unfortunate in showing 
with blemishes, one having a very badly swollen milk 
vein and the other a large bunch on her hock. The judge 
placed Bess Mercedes Ormsby fifth and Lady Glen sixth. 

A heifer class of 13 entries appeared to represent the 
three-year-old cows. KE. C. Schroeder won with a daughter 
of Sir Pietertie Ormsby Mercedes that for her age is one 
of the biggest cows we have ever seen. She shows the 
large capacious conformation common to the daughters of 
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old Sir Piet with plenty of evidence of dairy quality bui 
not quite the refinement that should be evident for sensz- 
tional work in the show ring. Second prize went to H. G. 
Miller who showed a daughter of King Lunde Pontiac 
Korndyke 4th, a very light colored cow and evidently a 
very milky animal. Bacon showed his Lilac Hedge Fay 
Colantha Bismarck for third. She has a good top line and 
udder. The Spaulding entry which secured fourth in this 
class was a large cow rather rough over the top with a 
good udder and some very excellent veining. 

There were 25 entries in the two-year-old class and 
E. C. Schroeder again secured the blue on a small good 
type daughter of King Pietertje Ormsby Piebe. The Min- 
nesota Holstein Co. was second with a typical daughter 
of Piebe Laura Ollie Homestead King, while Schroeder 
annexed third with a daughter of Sir Pietertje Ormsby 
Mercedes. This entry was larger than the others but a 
little rough over the top. 

The tops from the 23 entries in the senior yearling 
dry heifers were very uniform, two very nice daughters 
of Piebe Laura Ollie Homestead King winning first and 
second. A. B. Johnson of Owatonna showed a very sim- 
ilarly built yearling who won third, while the fourth, fifth, 
sixth and seventh prizes ran quite even in quality and 
made a very pleasing class. 

Among the 17 junior yearlings that faced Hansen the 
Bacon entry, which was far along in calf found most 
favor. She was a daughter of Sir Pontiac Ollie. The 
second prize went to a daughter of King Segis Johanna 
Grahamholm shown by Grahamholm Farms. Here was 
a heifer with a good body and fine top line and similar to 
the first prize winner. The third prize also went to 
trahamholm Farms with a heifer sired by Dutchland 
Creamelle Colantha Lad. This heifer had a good top line. 

The senior heifer calves came out in very large num- 
bers, 51 facing the judge, making the largest class at the 
show. John Grosser, showing a very pretty plain bred 
heifer, had no trouble in landing first, although the Minne- 
sota Holstein Co. with a daughter of Piebe out of a daughter 
of South Side Inka De Kol had a nice entry as well. The 
Grosser heifer, however, was built a little more uniformly 
and looked as though she might be built for production 
over a long period. 

There is a story connected with the owner of this heifer. 
John Grosser is a butter maker at Owatonna. He owns 
two Holsteins that he purchased of John Taylor. These 
two Holsteins are his entire herd and they have the most 
exacting care. Mr. Grosser feeds them according to the 
most scientific principles and gives them unusual attention. 
He is thoroughly converted to the Holstein cause and among 
his German patrons for whom he manufactures butter he 
is constantly preaching the gospel of the Holstein cow. 
He plans to move to northern Minnesota and establish a 
larger Holstein farm. His idea is to have a few very 
good ones and to take excellent care of them and that idea 
is borne out by the results he has obtained with the two 
that he now has. 

The third prize in this class went to a daughter of Jo- 
hanna Glenda Lad owned by Mayowood Farms. 


The junior heifer calves numbering 23 were an even 
lot at the top, although number 1 was an outstanding win- 
ner. She was made junior champion. This calf shown 
by C. L. Spaulding had a lot of quality and was particularly 
strong across the top line with a nice spring of rib and 
good body. Daughters of Dutchland Creamelle Colantha 
Lad were placed second and third, while E. C. Schroeder 
with a daughter of Sir Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes 41st 
managed to get fourth prize, although the calf didn’t show 
quite as strong constitution as the three that preceded it 
nor was it as promising a youngster as one or two that 
were farther down the line. 


Judge Hansen made South Side Inka De Kol senior and 
grand champion, while the junior calf described above 
owned by C. L. Spaulding of Warren was junior 
champion.

New York 


HE New York State Fair brought out a goodly number 
I of Holsteins, 182 passing under the inspection of 
: “Bob” Haeger, veteran breeder and showman and, as 
an auctioneer, familiar to every Holstein fan. Known to bea 
vapital judge of cattle, he added to his laurels by his 
work at Syracuse and, in addition to the black and whites, 
he was asked and consented to place the awards on the 
Brown Swiss. 

While some of the animals were good enough to show 
in any company, there were many that could have been 
greatly improved while the fitting and handling was far 
from perfect. In this respect the New York State Fair 
showing was similar to nearly every fair we have heard 
from and the chief reason is undoubtedly the county herd 
exhibits, which bring out many animals in charge of owners 
and caretakers who have little conception of the work 
necessary to properly fit and pose an animal. As an 
educational feature the county herd exhibits have good 
and bad effects; bad, because they do not bring before the 
spectators the ideal type of the breed; good, because 
showing in competition with larger herds and animals 
handled by men of experience may teach the smaller 
owners where they themselves are deficient. 

The aged bull class introduced six fine big fellows to the 
onlookers. Camp Bell Farms’ McKinley Pietertje Beets, 


who was in second place here last year, was an easy 
winner. This bull has a wonderful front end, a_ very 
straight back, good shoulder and heart girth, is long 


bodied and smooth, is good at the tailsetting and is a real 
show bull in every way. If we were to fault him at all, 
we would say that he might carry a little heavier hind- 
quarters and be longer from the pin bones back. He went 
on through to grand championship and his supremacy was 
never seriously challenged. 

Four three-year-old bulls contested for the blue which 
fell to Schuyler Whitford’s Clothilde Dutchland Colantha 
although it was a close thing between the winner and the 
Oneida Community’s Colantha Aaggie Clothilde, the latter 
excelling in head and muzzle and the winner at shoulder, 
heart girth and tailsetting. 

King Segis Paul Elma Queen Korndyke won easily in 
the two-year-old class over King of the Butter Girls, the 
Bonalevo exhibit. There were only three contestants. 

Seven junior yearlings faced the judge-and no seniors. 
Here the Vandervort entry, Echo Belle Model King, fought 
it out with Hartog Burke Pontiac, the Syracuse University 


bull. Kach was a good one. The University bull needed 
more fitting, was a trifle hide bound and he competed 


against a bull owned by a master of fitting and posing.

Grev Paddleford’s King Pontiac De Kol Hilldale was a 
handy third. : 

While the catalog did not show any class for senior 
bull calves, there were 26 entries under a year old and 21 
animals led out. They were divided by Supt. Savage into 
senior and junior classes and the prizes duplicated. The 
older class brought out nine and the entry of E. A. Powell 
was placed first with a nice calf owned by Stone second, 
a straight, level Oneida Community bull third and the 
Jabez Smith & Son calf fourth. 


The dozen juniors showed a real nice little bull in the 
E. G. Doran entry and he beat White’s King Artis Lyons 
Paul by quite a margin especially in heart girth. 


No less than 25 aged cows were brought out and the 
tent was not large enough to hold them. They made an 
imposing line outside where judge and_ spectators 
adjourned. Bob did some. stepping around here but 
finally cut the crowd to nine and then to six and ordered 
these milked. The first prize animal was a beauty, of 
the same general type as Minerva Beets and_ several 
remarked on the resemblance in type, style and markings. 
She was of fair size, not extra large, had a great udder, 
splendid veining and showed lots of style and quality. She 
was owned by Camp Bell Farms and she too, went on to 
grand championship. Mr. Campbell had only two entries. 
That he is a judge par-excellence you may 
know from the fact that his two animals were the 1920 
New York State Fair grand champions. That grand old 
producer Katie Pietertje Paul 5th was second. She swung 
a great udder adorned by a veining system that a spectator 
said was a map of the Appalachian mountains but was 
under the disadvantage of being nearly dry. The Evering- 
ham cow, Blanche Segis Netherland, a big cow with a 
splendid shoulder won third place and Bonalevo Farm's 
Beets Johanna Korndyke won the fourth ribbon. They 
were four good ones and there was other good ones un- 
placed. 


Pearl Lockhart Reliance was the best of eleven three- 
year-olds the judge had to pass upon, but it was by a 
mighty little. The three leaders were all of the same 
general type. Pearl was a trifle the best in udder and 
had a true dairy shoulder. Frank Potter’s Pines Piebe 
Segis was very straight but her udder was cut up a little 
in front.

The thirteen junior vearlings as a Class did not show 
the quality of their older sisters but were a very even 
bunch Kveringham’s <Alfacrest Maroon Segis was a 


little the best, excelling Oneida Community’s Onyx Lilith 
in handling. Bonalevo had third and fourth. 

Twenty-three senior heifer calves made a hot class. The 
outstanding animals were a pair of daughters of Ormsby 
Lilith Clothilde and these were placed first and second the 
winner afterwards becoming junior champion. Mr. Haeger 
hesitated quite a while between third and fourth finally 
placing White’s Maplewood Sarah Lyons ahead of Tanner 
& Snitchler’s entry, Fertiland Hamilton Clothilde. 

The dozen junior calves were not as good as the 
seniors. Again Everingham scored with Alfacrest Kate 
Princess Segis, a heifer with great udder development and 
excelling Powell’s Model Alice Segis Erica in both loin 
and shoulder. Smith had the third heifer and Bonalevo 
the fourth.

While only two exhibitor’s herds were shown they were 
evenly balanced, Bonalevo had the best bull, Smith the 
best cows and the heifers were about even. Neither herd 
contained a first prize winner, something we never 
remember seeing before. Mr. Haeger gave the blue to 
Bonalevo and the majority of the ringsiders agreed with 
his judgment as the Chapin exhibit had a couple of real 
good cows. Another striking thing was that the older 
and best Bonalevo cow was sired by the herd bull and was 
from his dam, so that she was both his sister and daugh- 
ter. 

Breeder’s young herd went easily to the Oneida Com- 
munity and practically the same animals won in calf herd 
and get of sire. Oneida expected to win produce of cow 
with twins from Onyx Pledge Dawning but a new man 
came to the fore, Frank Ostrander, with produce of Loren 
Pontiac and Everingham also beat them with a pair from 
Kate Spoftford Segis. Fourth place went to S. B. Van 
Buskirk & Son. 

Jabez Smith & Son had the best of five herds of four 
cows each. Pickering Farms captured the red with four 
good cows used as “nurse cows” for their great Herefords. 
Bonalevo came third and A. A. Button fourth. Smith also 
had the best four females over two years old bred by the 
exhibitor. 

As said before, Camp Bell Farm’s McKinley Pietertje 
Beets won the senior championship over Clothilde Dutch- 
land Colantha, Mr. Button not bringing his good bull into 
the ring. Vandervort got junior champion rosette but 
his entry lost to the older bull. The junior heifer calf was 
junior champion female but she too, had to yield to the 
senior champion, Johanna Ormsby Countess. 

The class for A. R. O. cows bred and owned in New York 
State brought out some great record animals. Bob Haeger 
tried all the udders and threw out four good ones because 
they gave thick milk. He gave the boys quite a lecture 
on the impropriety of overbagging the animals and when 


one or two of them kicked because of his ruling, advised 


them to milk their show animals ‘‘at least once a week” 
The onlookers emphatically agreed with the judge who 
showed that “ he knew the game.”

GETS 4 CENTS A QUART MORE 
FOR HOLSTEIN MILK 


To E. G. Cherbonnier, winner of the 
first prize in our Advertising Essay 
Contest, we are indebted for a little 
price list issued by the Tennessee 
Dairies Inec., of Dallas, Texas. Evl- 
dently the Tennessee Dairies is the 
home of Black and White cows and Is 
run on lines of a certified milk plant. 
for on the price list it says: Sweet 
milk, qt. 21 cents, pt. 12 cents; and 
then immediately below—Special Hol 
stein milk for babies, qt. 25 cents. 
pt. 13 cents. While we believe that 
Holstein milk is worth more than 
milk from any other breed of cattle. 
it is very unusual to find anyone 
charging more for Holstein milk than 
for milk from a mixed dairy. The 
Tennessee Dairies is said to be the 
home of “The World’s Safest Milk” 
and over the signature of Lindsley 
Waters, President of the company is 
a statement “The purity of every drop 
of Tennessee Dairies milk is guarded 
as though I expected my own babies 
to drink it.” 
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SOMETHING NEW IN HONOR 
ROLLS 

H. N. Colman, superintendent of 
official testing in the state of Oregon, 
sends in a scheme for working out a 
roll of honor which sounds like a 
very fair one. Recognizing the fact 
that a 2-year-old heifer should not 
compete with a mature cow, Mr. Col- 
man has worked out the following 
plan: He takes as a basis 140 days, 
in which time, in order to make the 
honor roll, the animal must equal or 
exceed advanced registry requirements 
for a full year. For example, if an 
animal is exactly two years old, her 
advanced registry requirement of 
250.5 Ibs. butterfat must be produced 
in 140 days in order to make the 
honor roll, or in other words’ she 
must produce at a daily rate of 1.8 
lbs. fat, or a total for the two-day 
period of 3.6 Ibs. fat. The following 
table gives the requirements for the 
roll of honor as used in Oregon: 

Under 3 yrs. 3.6 lbs. fat in two days. 

3 to 4 years 4.1 lbs. fat in two days 

+ to 5 years 4.6 lbs. fat in two days. 

5 years and over 5.1 lbs. fat in two 
days. 

In the Oregon roll of honor for the 
month of July, figured on the above 
basis, we find three Holsteins, five 
Jerseys and a Guernsey. This is a 
very good showing for the black and 
white breed considering the fact that 
only 50 Holsteins were tested in the 
state as against 356 Jerseys. No 
mature Jerseys appear on the honor 
roll, the heifer records ranging from 
3.668 Ibs. in the 2-day test at 2 years 
old, up to 4.665 lbs. at 4 years old. 
The three Holsteins consist of a yearl- 
ing, a 2-year-old and a mature cow. 
The yearling is Florence Soldene 
owned by H. McCall of Prineville and 
her production in the 2-day test was 
3.612 lbs. fat from 110.4 lbs. milk, 
which is quite a remarkable produc- 
tion for a yearling considering the 
fact that she was 334 days in lactation. 
Mr. McCall’s 7-year-old cow, Fairview 
Pearl Johanna, produced in the two 
days 6.042 lbs. fat from 144.7 lbs. milk. 
A 2-year-old belonging to F. W. Con- 
nell of Hillsboro, 141 days in lacta- 
tion, produced in two days 3.791 Ibs. 
butter fat from 102.2 lbs. milk. 

Mr. Colman’s report also gives the 
leading 7-day producers in each of 
their age classes for the Holstein 
breed. The leaders in the junior 3- 
year-old, senior 4-year-old and mature 
classes belong to F. R. Beals of Tilla- 
mook, while the senior’ vyearling, 
junior 2-year-old, senior 3-year-old and 
junior 4-year-old leaders belong to W. 
Martin of Junction City. The leader 
in the mature class is Lady Aaggie 
Ormsby of Rock owned by Mr. Beals 
with 549.8 Ibs. milk containing just 
over 25 lbs. butter in 7 days. Mr. 
Beals’ junior 3-year-old, Tillamook 
Aaggie Pontiac, also makes a_e good 
showing with 522 lbs. milk containing 
just 23 Ibs. butter, which by the way, 
is over 96 per cent increase over 
advanced register requirements. Mr. 
Martin has a junior 2-year-old, Lady 
Sumas Valley Tobe Pontiac with 490.3 
Ibs. milk containing over 17 Ibs. but- 
ter, which is also very creditable

AN ESTABLISHED HOLSTEIN 
HERD IN CHINA 


It will undoubtedly be good news 
to the majority of the readers of the 
World to learn that there is an es- 
tablished herd of pure bred Holsteins 
in China. Horace W. Houlding, Gener- 
al Director of the South Chih-li Mis- 
sion writes as follows concerning the 
success of their efforts at up-to-date 


farming and breeding of pure’ bred 
cattle: 
“I believe that our mission is the 


pioneer introducing the breeding of 
the Holstein pure breds in this greai 
land. At our headquarters just out 
from the city walls here we have our 
Schools-Orphanage Farm established 
now for over 15 years, with some 
forty acres alfalfa, and two silos, 37 
and 47 feet high, with both creamery 
and cheese factory, the creamery 
turning out the best butter  obtain- 
able anywhere in China now for ten 
years and more, while the cheese out- 
put is a new venture in an_ experi- 
mental stage. 

“But now for the Holstein. We have 
imported six splendid animals in the 
past ten years as follows: From B. B. 
Andrews, DeWitt, N. Y. (now Weeds- 
port) Alpha Mead Maud Burke Pietje 
No. 139075: from J. W. Dimick, Rif- 
ton, N. Y., Woodcrest Prince Pietje 
No. 88753, also Woodcrest Inka Las- 
sie No. 171401; from William Bishop, 
Chimacum, Wash., Quirinus Mercedes 
De Kol 89901; also heifer, Chimacum 
Mr. Bishop, 
Quirinus Newman No. 
178801. 

“The above were all donated to us 
by generous breeders, while a_ fund 
given for our school’s work stood the 
expense of shipping most of them 
here—though old grandmother Dimick 
paid for the passage first class of the 
two animals from Woodcrest Farm 
from New York clear into this interior 
farm, and the six head were appraised 
at a total of around $8000.00. Now this 
was a magnificent start with quality 
animals and we would not like to 
have any of these fine generous 
friends, or their friends, think noth- 
ing had come of what was the pioneer 
ing for the Holsteins. We have sold 
upwards of $5000 of this stock, for

they had good progeny, chiefly to 
Chinese, who were led to dairying and 
better dairying in good part by this 
demonstration of the Holsteins, and 
there is good outcome widely in 
China, in provinces along the Yangse 
in Central China, and far north into 
Manchuria, Mongolia and Shansi, as 
well as in and about Peking. And we 
have some fifteen head in our’ Hol- 
stein herd here now, besides interest 
ing and training students and sending 
out several as dairymen which counts 
very much for the future. 

“It would not seem, therefore, to be 
quite “absolutely new territory.” At 
least some little good pioneering has 
been done, but it is a great land and 
great people needing Holsteins. 

“So far as I know our Mission’s 
Schools-Orphanage Farm is the first to 
undertake breeding of purebred milch 
cattle. We began with an Ayrshire 
bull bought from J. W. Clise of Seat- 
tle, the Willowmoor Farm, at Red- 
mond, in 1908 and then added _ Hol- 
stein in 1910 and iater. And we also 
later added a few Jerseys, but these 
last will not be popular with the 
Chinese. 

“We have spent very much in many 
experiments, from alfalfa and various 
corn varieties, to silos and _ ice 
houses, quietly going ahead on the 
persuasion that the only way to. in- 
troduce these lines will be by our 
selves making something of a success 
And any one who should come to our 
farm here would be persuaded that at 
least some measure of success has 
been attained.” 

“Mr. Houlding encloses with his let 
ter a page advertisement which was 
published in the Chinese Recorder 
back in 1914, showing a picture of one 
of their foundation cows, Alpha Mead 
Maud Burke Pietje, offering breeding 
stock for sale as well as their special 
5rand of butter, the price even at that 
time being $1.00 per pound.

RECORDS COUNT 

C. F. Wehrwein, county agent for 

Sheboygan, Wis., tells that a Michi- 


gan dairyman was recently traveling 
the county buying grade Holsteins. 
In the first place he asked to be taken 
as much as possible to herds in cow 


testing associations. Careful buyers 
are asking this right along. Then, 
the price paid was higher for cows 


purchased trom members of cow test- 


ing associations. The average price 
paid for animals in association test 
was $190.77 and the average price 


paid for animals never having been in 


test was $167.50. One grade cow 
making a very fine record brought 
$250. 

According to looks, the tested ani- 
mals were no better than the = un- 
tested, but the owner had the test re 
port to show the production. This 
proves strikingly the value of mem- 
bership in cow testing associations 
and it also shows that in selling an 
animal and telling of the production, 
more than the owner’s say-so is re- 


quired.

There may be some Holsteins, 
also, in two carloads promised by Roy 
C, Jones, county agent leader in Til- 
lamook county, which is a newcemer 
at the fair this vear, and Hollywood 
farm may show.

Holstein breeders and other dairy- 
men of Washington are interested in 
the recent appointment of Don G. Ma- 
gruder as dairy extension specialist 
of the Washington State college. He 
succeeds Karl B. Musser, who became 
eastern field man of the American 
Guernsey Cattle club. Mr. Magruder is 
a graduate of the University of Mis- 
souri, where he secured a master’s de- 
gree, and has recently been dairy 
demonstrator on reclamation projects 
with headquarters at Powell, Wyo. 
His work will be to carry on the pure 
bred sires campaign, to help in p'ac- 
ing better dairy cows on Washington 
farms, and generally to spread the 
gospel of better dairy stock which Mr. 
Musser and_ his predecessor, J. N. 
Price, have preached for’ several 
years. 

* * x 

Hamilton Brothers of Satsop, who 
have secured a five-year lease on the 
old E. R. Brady farm of 500 acres, and 
who since last February have’ been 
running Holsteins in pastures where 
once famous Guernseys grazed, saved 
the dairy reputation of Grays Harbor 
county at the Grays Harbor county 
fair at Elma, September 1 to 6. Ex- 
cent for one young bull shown for 
sale, their 12 anima’s were the’ only 
local ones on the grounds. This would 
not be surprising. if only Holsteins 
were concerned, for the number of 
black and whites in the county has 
only recently started up the incline. 
There are a number of good herds of 
Jerseys, however, and the livestock 
show in general was far from repre- 
sentative of Gravs Harbor county 
tlocks and herds. There was one herd 
of Red Polls from Chehalis, and these 
with the 18 head of Holsteins con- 
stituted the dairy cattle display. 
Superintendent W. A. Linklater of 
the Western Washington experiment 
station judged all livestock. 

Hamilton Brothers won first on bull, 
first and second on yearling bull calf, 
first and second on aged cow, first, 
second and third on yearling heifer, 
first and second on junior heifer calf, 
first on senior and calf herds, and 
chioiupions; also first in a special 


class for registered Holsteins of any 
age with records of over 325 pounds 
of butterfat in a year, prizes for which 
were offered by the Aberdeen Cham- 
ber of Commerce. Their herd bull, 
which easily took first and champion- 
ship over the bull shown by Roberts 
& Burrows, also of Satsop, is King of 
Chimacum 260545, a: two-year-old by 
Chimacum King Korndyke Sadie 
Vale, one of the junior sires in the 
herd of William Bishop. The bull was 
purchased as a calf, and is out of Get- 
tie De Kol, with records of 1193 
pounds of butter from 27,000 pounds 
of milk ina vear. His two nearest dams 
average 1155 pounds of butter from 
26.700 pounds of milk in a year, an 
average on which his owners chal- 
lenge comparison with any bull in the 
Northwest, and he has a full sister 
with arecord of better than 1000 
pounds as a_ four-year-old. Rebecca 
Maid, a voung cow of real show type, 
though not vet fresh, was given first 
place and champion over Otsego High- 
lands Butterfly, the older cow of per- 
haps greater dairy capacity on which 
the special prize was won. The latter 
is one of the best producers in the 
herd of 39 females, all purebreds. She 
has made 648.68 pounds of fat in 348 
davs from 21,769.7 pounds of milk, 
and 576.94 pounds of fat from 19,865.6 
pounds of milk in 305 days. The herd 
also includes five females, half sisters, 
whose two nearest dams average bet- 
ter than 900 pounds in a year. 

The Hamilton Brothers, A. O. and 
\. L., moved from Chehalis, where 
there is a whole flock of Hami!tons, 
and where several of their relatives 
are in the business of breeding Hol- 
steins. They have secured a famous 
farm property for a_ period long 
enough to enable them to register re- 
sults, and have gone about the de- 
velooment of a herd in a fashion 
which promises to place them among 
the leading breeders of the district in 
a very short time. 

* * * 

Piet Bergsma’s herd of 10 register- 
ed Holsteins was the best herd under 
15 cows in the list of leaders in cow- 
testing associations in Washington, 
Oregon, Idaho and Colorado, accord- 
ing to the August report of the wes- 
tern office of the dairv division at 
Salt Lake City; it was better than any 
of the herds over 15, which makes it 
the best in the Northwest: and excevt 
for one California herd of only four 
Jersevs, which surpassed its  butter- 
fat production per cow by nine-tenths 
of a pound, it was best among all the 
herds from the five states included in 
the revort. It averaged 61.8 pounds of 
butterfat and 1786 pounds of milk dur- 
ing Julv. whieh is 9.9 pounds of but- 
terfat and 799 pounds of milk more 
than its nearest competitor among the 
herds under 15 cows, and 0.58 pounds 
of butterfat and 664 pounds of milk 
more than its nearest comopetitor 
among herds over 15 cows, an Oregon 
herd of Jerseys, the record of which 
is for Tune. while that of Bergsma’s is 
for July. The Bergsma herd also con- 
tained the highest producing individ- 
ual in the list of animals reported for 
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July, a Korndyke cow which made 
92.4 pounds of fat from 3168 pounds of 
milk, 10 pounds more fat than the 
nearest competitor with which it is 
fair to make comparisons. An Oregon 
Jersey's June fat production surpass- 
ed this by 0.7 pounds, and three Ore 
gon Jerseys, with their June figures, 
are next in order below Bergsma’s 
Holstein. 

Excluding the Oregon herds for pur 
poses of comparison, a Jersey herd 
was second in Washington among 
those under 15 cows, and A. Amme 
ter’'s herd of eight Holsteins , from 
Chimacum, was third with 51.4 pounds 
of butterfat average, from 1654 milk 
Bergsma’s herd averaged 16.5 pounds 
more than five other leaders in Wash 
ington, and 15.2 pounds more than 15 
other leading herds in four states. 

A. E. Smith & Co.’s Milky Way 
farm herd of 21 Holsteins led the list 
of Washington herds over 15 cows 
with average production of 67.11 
pounds of butterfat from 1734 pounds 
of milk. A Jersey herd stands second 
with 45.4 pounds of fat, and T. Worth 
ington’s herd of 18 Holsteins from 
Chimacum is third with 40.2 pounds 
of butterfat from 1292 pounds of milk 
HANDLING HERDS FOR EXHIBI- 

TION 

With the increase in interest in the 
Holstein shows generally, throughout 
the country this season, and the pros 
pect for a great number of exhibitors 
being on the job who have had no 
previous experience along this line, 
the following article giving some 
pointers on this subject is timely. The 
article was prepared originally for the 
Hereford Breeders’ Journal, and we 
are pleased to reproduce it herewith. 

The object is to aid the new. ex- 
hibitor just breaking into the _ busi- 
ness. The old saying that “there are 
tricks in all trades” is true, indeed, 
in the show ring. The writer doesn’t 
pretend to know all the ins and outs 
of it, but will try to touch some of 
the more important matters the new 
exhibitor has to consider as he goes 
on the circuit. 

In picking your fair, select places 
that are within your trade zone. A 
fair in your prospective customer's 
territory has more weight with him 
than a fair 500 miles away. 

Always try to reach everv fair from 
one to two days early. This’ gives 
your cattle a chance to rest up after 
the trip. 

Right here I want to emovhasize the 
importance of county and interstate 
fairs. Don’t go out of your class. 
Ordinarily one can’t expect to win 
many blue and purvle ribbons’ the 
first vear out. This is especially 
true if you show at an interstate fair 

You rub elbows with a large num 
ber of prospective buyers at the small 
fairs. It is often the case that Mr. 
Jones, to whom you sold a bull at the 
county fair three years ago, to head 
his herd of grade cows, comes back 
with an order for ten or twelve heif 
ers to start a pure bred herd. 

Early Entries May Mean Much 

Make your entries early. Any _ sec- 
retary will avpreciate early entries. 
because it distributes his work. It 
isn’t any more than human nature for 
the officials to favor the man_ with 
an early entry. when it comes to as- 
signing stalls.

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Many exhibitors feed their cattle 
too heavily while in transit from one 
fair to another. The ration should be 
cut in half. The cattle are not” re- 
ceiving their usual exercise when in 
transit. If you feed the usual amount 
they will become sluggish, lose’ their 
appetite and “gaunt up.” 

Don’t forget to take along a small 
sack of salt. A pinch of salt is near- 
ly “worth its weight in gold.” This 
is especially true when drinking 
water is changed so often. I like’ to 


feed a little salt in the grain at every 
feed. 
You should walk every animal a 


quarter of a mile a day. A good time 
to do this is in the morning when it 
is cool. 

In loading the easiest way to ar- 
range your stock is crosswise of the 
car. Tie every animal short. If you 
have a cow heavy in calf, put larger 
animals on both This serves 
as a cushion. 

You can put twelve head in a forty- 
foot car and have the middle oppo- 
site the doors reserved for chest, feed 
buckets, grain and hay. Some = ship- 
pers prefer to put in temporary cross- 


sides. 


pieces in the car and have cattle 
lengthwise of the car. Take the 
proper precaution and there is little 
cause to worry if you place the’ stock 


crosswise. Don’t leave the car; be 
on the job all the time. After the 
train gets moving you can tie the cat- 
tle longer and allow them to lie down 
and rest. Be sure ‘to have them up 
when the train is switching. Two 
animals lying down then might cause 
the whole car of cattle to pile up. 
Take a barrel along and have _ it 
about three-fourths full of water. 
There is no need of filling it up be- 
cause the water would only get your 
feed wet, slopping over the side. 


Water the cattle often, giving a small 
amount at a time. Four bales of straw 
is sufficient for a car.

Ring Generalship Counts 

Ring generalship is very important. 
It is here that the color of the ribbon 
you draw may be determined. Know 
your animal better than the judge 
can ever hope to. Emphasize the 
strong points of your entry and hide 
the weak ones. You can do this large- 
lv by keeping your animal in a cer- 
tain position. This position is found 
by doing a little experimenting when 
you are at home. Be on the alert all 
the time. Keep your animal awake. 
A sluggish-appearing animal doesn’t 
create a good impression with the 
judge. Never head your animal down 
hill. Kick sawdust under his _ front 
feet. If one of your bull entries is 
weak in the back, don’t let him stand 
stretched out. Keep his feet well 
under him. When the bull begins to 
sag in the back, prick him with your 
training stick or else turn him around 
a time or two. 

There is a good opportunity to use 
applied psychology in the show ring. 
You have an animal that you think 
has a good chance to win the blue. 
Get up at the head of the line, if pos- 
sible. If two animals are about on a 
par and these animals are in first and 
second places, respectively, the judge 
will ponder quite a while before he 
changes’ their order. Consequently, 
if you are in No. 1 position you have 
a slight advantage over No. 2. Prove 
to the judge by your actions that you 
are interested in vour entry and have 
confidence. A disinterested exhibitor 
doesn’t impress the judge very favor- 
ably. Never crab or crawfish. It is 
annoying to the judge, spectators and 
fellow exhibitors. Take your placing 
like a man, but never lose hope. Fight 
to the finish.

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Quarantine Important 

It is desirable to quarantine’ the 
show herd for at least three weeks. 
This is done in order to prevent any 
ccntagious disease that the show herd 
may have contracted on the circuit 
from spreading through the entire 
herd. A very good example of this is 
pink-eye. Take extra precautions § in 
looking after the health of the ani- 
mals at this time. The ration should 
be changed gradually from a concen- 
trated one to a ration consisting of 
more roughage and less. fattening 
feeds. No general rule in feeding will 
avoly to the whole herd. That senior 
bull calf that shows great promise 
should be pushed all the time. Never 
let him go hungry. The senior year- 
ling heifer that you expect to keep 
in the herd should have a_ gradual 
change in ration. You don’t want this 
heifer in show shape, but just in or- 


dinary breeding condition. Change 
the ration gradually, cutting down 


the grain allowance, especially corn- 
and feeds high in carbohydrates. Sub- 
stitute more roughage and _ protein 
feeds. 

Last, but not least, I want to. say 
a few words concerning the charac- 
ter of the exhibitor. I don’t mean 


by this whether he uses tobacco or 
»t. | mean the sportsmanship — that 
the exhibitor displays. Is he a_ good 


mixer? Does he take a real live in- 
terest in his brother breeder and com- 
petitor? Don’t hate your competitor 
simply because he won over you. Both 
parties are alike in many respects or 
they wouldn’t be breeding the same 
sort of cattle. It is a natural trait 
to want to win, but remember that 
you can’t win all the time and be a 
good loser when you lose. Perhaps 
vou think the wrong animal won the 
blue. Look up the judge after all the 
awards are placed. He will be glad 
to tell you why he placed the class a 
certain way because “there’s a rea- 
son.” You want to remember that it 
isn’t always the winner who gets the 
most out of the show.

The 
high herd is the Holstein herd of 
the American Beet Sugar Co. Farm, 
Lamar, Colo., whose 19 cows average 
875 lbs. milk, 30.2 lbs. butterfat.

butterfat, and a cow of the A. B. S. 
Co. comes in second place witn 1722 
Ibs. milk, 58.5 Ibs. butterfat. Another 
A. B. S. cow comes third with 51.4 
Ibs. fat and cows owned by the Green 
Mountain Dairy and Harry Heath are 


tied for fourth place for milk pro- 
duction with 45.23 lbs. fat and 1560 
Ibs. milk for each of the animals. 


Mr. R. M. Reed, tester in charge 
of the Arkansas Valley Cow Testing 
Association advises that there is 
much interest shown in the dairy in- 
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dustry in the Arkansas Valley, and 
that the dairy situation is very bright. 
More cows are needed, and there are 
prospects of new diiries being start- 
ed, while the Breeders A sociation 
has received 25 inquiries from dairy- 
men desiring to locate in the Arkan- 
sas Valley.

ATE in July it was the writer’s 
L, 2000 fortune to spend part of 

a week in the vicinity of Belvi- 
dere, Ill., a coming Holstein center. 
For a number of years there has been 
at least one good herd located near 
Belvidere which has acted as_ seed, 
and during the last two or three years 


other herds have started and are 
growing until the time is not far dis- 
tant when Belvidere will rank high 


as a Holstein community 


A herd not long established but 
rapidly coming into prominence is 
that of Clark & Rhode. The owners 
are men who rank high in Illinois 
dairy work as E. M. Clark was form- 
erly head of the dairy extension de 
partment of the state university at 
Urbana, and C. S. Rhode was his as- 
sistant. Mr. Clark left the employ 
of the state university August 1 to 
accept a very responsible position 
with the Illinois Agricultural Associa- 
tion, and we understand that Mr. 
Rhode will stay at the university and 
take over the duties formerly per- 
formed by his former chief and pres- 
ent partner. 

We did not have the pleasure of 
meeting either of the owners as they 
were at the university during the 
time we were there, and while we 
were at the university they were 
away. However, we hope that is 
only a deferred pleasure. 

At the head of the Clark & Rhode 
herd stands Rag Apple Korndyke 
Chief whose daughters are making 
a very nice showing; the first three 
consisting of a 26-lb., a 22-lb. and a 
°1-lb. heifer, each record made with 
second calf. This bull is a son of 
Rag Apple Korndyke, the famous old 
Jenninghurst herd sire, a son of Pon- 
tiac Korndyke and a former world’s 
champion 4-year-old, Pontiac Rag Ap- 
ple. The dam of this bull is Miss 
Segis Hengerveld, a 30-lb. daughter 
of King Hengerveld and from a 27.48- 
Ib. daughter of King Segis, so it can 
be seen that Rag Apple Korndyke 
Chief is bred for production. He is a 
bull of high quality and his offspring 
in the herd show great promise Like 
all [llinois animals at this time of 
year, the Clark & Rhode herd showed 
at a disadvantage owing to the ex- 
treme heat, the many flies, and the 
short pasturage, but we could not 
help noticing the splendid cow, De 
Kol Paul King Netherland Flema 4th. 
This great cow as a 2-year-old made a 
record of 520.4 lbs. milk, 26.68 Ibs. 
butter in 7 days, and she has three 
daughters in the herd which show 
that they have inherited their moth- 
ers capacity. Another attractive ani- 
mal is Johanna Von Marydale, a 
daughter of the famous Johanna Von 
Harligen De Kol with 1157.41. Ibs. 
butter, 27,687.2 Ibs. milk in a year. 
Then, there was the very nice 
heifer, Small Hopes Cornucopia Pon- 
tiac, sired by King Pontiac Boon Lil- 
ith from the %2-lb. cow. Small Hopes 
Cornucopia. 

A number of promising voung heif

butter record of 40.25 Ibs. We shall 
have more to say about this bull’s 
daughters later on, as there are many 
in the neighborhood of Belvidere. 

A herd containing 55 head of large 
producing animals is that of John 
Sexaur & Son. This establishment 
consists of 200 acres of land through 
which runs a stream and as part of 
the land is wooded, a pleasant shady 
pasture is afforded these big produc 
ing animals. The quality of the Sex- 


aur herd can be shown by the fact 
that last year they started official 
work and had four cows that each 


made over 600 Ibs. milk in 7 days. 
The pride of the herd is Sonoma 
Kantje Colanthus, who made over 27 
lbs. butter in 7 days and 624 lbs. milk. 
Her dam is Sonoma Kantje Alexan- 
dra, who made 570 Ibs. milk and a 
little over 23.5 lbs. butter. A half sis- 
ter of this cow, Pietertje Mechthilde 
Belle Burke, made 26.5 Ibs. butter 
and averaged over 90 Ibs. of milk 
during the week, her best day being 


95 lbs. Piebe Colanthus Champion as 
a junior 4-year-old exceeded 20 Ibs. 
butter and 600 Ibs. milk in a week, 


and there are a number of others that 
produced nearly as much. 

The Sexaur herd sire is Woodcrest 
Pietje Clyde, a son of the famous old 
Pietje 22d’s Son, and the 33-lb. cow, 
Alma Clyde. The first 16 daughters 
of Woodcrest Pietje Clyde to make 
official records average 19.25 lbs. but- 
ter, all as heifers. 

Disdaining the advice unsually giv 
en to those thinking of starting in 
with Holsteins, John Mulligan of 
Daisy Lawn Farm sold all his grades 
and started with ten females a little 
over a year ago. He had the good 
fortune to have his eight freshening 


cows drop six heifer calves, so that 
he now has a herd of 16. Mr. Mulli- 
gan went right into the business. His 


first test gave him an 18-lb. 3-year-old, 
a 14-lb. and a 15-lb. 2-vear-old, and 
another cow that made over 21 Ibs. 
butter in 7 days at full age. John be- 
lieves he can do better next time. 
The barn is a very nice one built 
substantially of cement with up-to- 
date equipment, including’ electric 
lights. With Fred W. Meyers and 
A. E. Rote & Son, Mr. Mulligan pur- 
chased Colantha Creamelle Sir Aag- 
gie, from J. N. Stansfield of Lawrence- 
ville, Ill. This bull, which we saw 
at the Rote farm, is a very fine in- 
dividual, well marked and showed 
dairy quality. He is by Dutchland 
Creamelle Korndyke Lad and from a 
28-lb. cow, Dutchland Aaggie Colan- 
tha, who was sired by Colantha Jo- 
hanna Lad from the tamous Aaggie 
Cornucopia Pauline. 

We were unfortunate in the fact 
that Fred W. Meyers, owner of Bel- 
vue farm, was away, as the splendid 
buildings, the well kept yard and the 
appearance of the dairy showed that 
Mr. Meyers was a real dairy man and 
Holstein breeder. The herd consisted 
of large, handsome cows of evident 
dairy capacity. Our guide knew a 
few of the animals, one of which was 
a daughter of King Segis Pontiac 


Chicago, a heifer showing’ eviden! 
dairy capacity. Among the _heife: 
calves was a daughter of King Jo) 


Lyons and a granddaughter of the 40 
lb. cow, Beauty Pietertje Butter Bo, 
The Meyers buildings were lighted by 


a carbide gas_ plant. Everything 
showed evidence ot a good farme 
and prosperous” circumstances. As 


said before, Mr. Meyers is a one-third 
owner of Colantha Creamelle Sir Aag 
gie. 

Close by is the establishment vo! 
A. E. Poyer & Son. Mr. Poyer, his 
son and helpers were busy fixing over 
the cow barn and at the same time 
harvesting, and haying, so that there 
was considerable going on during ow 
visit. There are 160 acres in the 
Poyer farm. The herd consists ot! 
18 purebreds and 8 grades. The firm 
of Poyer & Son has been breeding 
Holsteins about two years and they 
own at the present time eight 2-year 
old daughters of Count Pietertje But 
ter Boy Burke. who formerly lived in 
the neighborhod and was a son of the 
40.25-lb. Ruby Pietertje Butter Boy 
There were also two good grand 
daughters of King of the Pontiacs 
sired by a bull who formerly stood 
in the herd of Frank White & Son 

The herd bull was King Korndyke 
Pontiac Buck, a 2-year-old son of 
King Korndyke Pontiac Lass from 
the 28.98-lb. cow, Flora Fiekje. This 
was a handsome, vigorous fellow 
showing splendid dairy points, and is 
the pride of the Poyer herd. 

Our next stop was at Bonnie Lea 
farm, owned by A. E. Rote & Son 
This establishment was formerly run 
under the name of Sunny Heights 
but as this name had already been 
registered with the association as u 
prefix, Mr. Rote changed to Bonnie 
Lea. The cows were iarge cattle. 
showing splendid dairy type and con 
formation and square udders. In the 
herd were five on semi-official work 
making records that we expect to tell 
our readers about later on when they 
are a little further along in test. One 
of the most attractive animals in this 
herd was a daughter of King Segis 
Pontiac. The Bonnie Lea farm con 
sists of 180 acres. The herd at the 
present time numbers only 40, but 
it is the intention to increase. Here 
we saw the bull, Colantha Creamelle 


Sir Aaggie, owned jointly with Fred 
Meyers and John Mulligan. 
An establishment recently started 


was that of F. B. Bailey & Son. In 
the newly fixed-over barn stood nine 
head purchased from Minnesota at 


long prices. Mr. Bailey felt pretty 
good over the fact that the first calt 


was a heifer, and that the second, a 
bull calf, was sold a few days after 
being dropped. We can commend 
the enterprise of these northern Illi 
nois breeders as they disposed of all 
their grade cattle, gave their barns 
wu thorough overhauling, and then 
started with purebreds, and real good 
ones at that. We understood that the 


price was not very. far from an aver 
age of $700.

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lishment of L. E. Coleman. There 
are only seven acres in Mr. Coleman’s 
farm, but he keeps thirteen animals 
and he certainly grows young stuff. 
He says he rents some extra land 
growing alfalfa and keeps his cattle 
in the barn. There is a very showy 
dark-colored great-granddaughter' of 
the famous May Echo Sylvia, a prize 
winner at last year’s National, and 
several daughters of Woodcrest Pie- 
tje Clyde, the 338-lb. son of Pietje 22d’s 
Son. Mr. Coleman makes pets of all 
animals and expects to show at the 
Boone County Fair the first week in 
September. His animals have the in- 
dividuality arid we are pretty sure 
they will be put in condition. 

Right at the edge of the town is 
the establishment of Charles W. 
Blake. Mr. Blake, who retired from 
the Elm Leaf Stock Farm a couple 
of years ago, was lonely without his 
pets and so, at his smaller place, 
maintains a herd of ten animals in- 
cluding a 23-lb. a 19-lb. 3-year-old and 
a 16-lb. 2-year-old. Mr. Blake spends 
his time fussing with these animals 
and occasionally helps with the farm 
work on the Elm Leaf Stock Farm, 
which is now operated by his son, F. 


William Blake. The parlors of both 
father and son contain a number of 
cups won by their animals at the 
Boone County fairs. 


The suecess of the Elm Leaf Stock 


Farm herd is largely responsible for 
the springing up of the others. The 
kXlm Leaf herd was dispersed about 
two years ago but F. William Blake 
is at present operating the farm and 
has a herd ot 35 head, although the 


11 acres, considered to be one of the 
best farms in the district, will carry 
many more. The farm is opposite 
the farm operated by Clark & Rhode 
on the Grant Highway and about a 
mile from the city of Belvidere. The 
barn is large and substantial and we 
understand that illustrations of this 
barn are used by one of the big ce- 
ment companies as advertising. We 
need say little more, this statemene 
speaks volumes. 

The star of the herd is Belle De 
Kol Clyde, who as a junior 2-year-old, 
produced 527.2 lbs. milk, 26.58 ‘bs. 
butter in 7 days, which although made 
over three years ago, is still the state 
record for the junior 2-year-old class. 
A 2-year-old full sister to her that 
made over 20 lbs., and that looks even 
better than the state champion, a 
yearling full sister, a yearling daugh- 
ter of the state record heifer sired 
by one of her sons, and her dam, are 
all in the herd. 


It would be difficult for an outsid- 
er to tell whether the owner thinks 
the most of the state champion or of 
the fine old cow, Iva Ormsby, to ob- 
tain whom he paid the top price at 
the 1914 October Lake Mills. sale. 
More than one of her sons sold for 
a price that in proportion to the 
amount invested sounds like a 
get-rich-quick scheme. She is’ the 
first cow you see when you walk 
into the barn, which shows what 
“Ferd” thinks of her. Space forbids 
individual mention of the many fine 
animals. We need only say there is 
an 18-lb. 2-year-old, a 17-Ib. 2-year- 
old daughter of King Segis Pontiac, a 
22-Ib. 4-year-old daughter of Johanna 
McKinley Segis, and a nice grand- 
daughter of King Lyons from a 17-lb. 
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2-year-old. The young stuff looks ex- 
tra promising and we believe the fu- 
ture of this herd will even eclipse 
its past. The Elm Leaf herd con- 
sists largely of daughters and grand- 
daughters of Woodcrest Pietje Clyde, 
whose first 16 daughters average 
19.25 lbs. butter in a week as heif- 
ers, ouly one being tested as a jun- 
ior 3-year-old, the others younger. He, 
as mentioned before in the article, 
is by Pietje 22nd’s Son from the 33- 
lb. cow, Alma Clyde, who has a 30- 


lb. daughter and was by Sir Clyde. 
For a time this bull stood at the 
head of the Elm Leaf herd, then a 


half interest in him was sold to John 
Sexaur & Son, who later on became 
the sole owners. Totake his place Mr. 
Blake first purchased Allamuchy Pon- 
tiac Hartog and later, at the Maltby 
dispersion sale, purchased Mr. Malt- 
by’s herd sire, a son of Aaggie Cornu- 
copia Johanna Lad 11th and Otego 
Valley Christmas Belle, who has a 
7-day official record of 40.51 Ibs. but- 
ter, 651.2 lbs. milk. Our readers will 
remember that in a recent issue of 
the World we noted that a full sister 
of this bull, Otego Valley Christmas 
Belle 2d, in the herd of R. J. Stevens, 
produced 695.2 Ibs. milk. 31.32) Ibs. 
butter in 7 days as a 5-year-old, and 
made practically 100 lbs. butterfat in 
thirty days, averaging 95.7 Ibs. milk 
per day. 

The Elm Leaf herd is small so that 


a number of outside cows have been 
bred to the new herd sire, in fact, 
Mr. Blake says he has already bred 


30 belonging to neighboring owners. 
He is a deep bodied, low down, hand- 
some bull, very attractive in every 
way—in fact a show bull. 

When Mr. Blake assumed the own- 
ership of the herd, the cups and rib- 
bons won by the old herd were di- 
vided and Mrs. Blake’s parlor and din- 
ing room are ornamented by a number 
of handsome silver trophies .won in 
open competition at the Boone coun- 
tv fair. 

It would be unfair to pass by tne 
breeders of Belvidere without a men- 
tion of Dr. H. D. Chamberlain, who 
although not an owner of purebred 
cattle himself, is one of the greatest 
Holstein boosters in northern Illinois. 
and whose untiring efforts on behalf 
of the breed and his patrons is large- 
lv responsible for so many starting 
in with the black and whites. Dr. 
Chamberlain’s office is in town and 
at the time of our visit he was earn- 
estly working on an effort to have 
those interested in Holsteins double 
the prize money to be awarded at 
the Boone county fair the first week 
of September. His efforts were suc- 
cessful. Not only will the _ prize 
money be doubled but there is a 
prospect of other special prizes and 
a banquet will be held on the first 
night of September in Belvidere at 
which the leading lights of the IIli- 
nois Holstein-Friesian Association will 
be present as speakers.

she be a high producer or a low producer? It will be re- 


membered that in the case of the calf, one of Whose par- 
ents was black and the other red, that the black was 
dominant over the red, and consequently the calf was 


black in color, though it also had the factor for red in its 
germ plasm. We do not know if the factors for high 
production are dominant over the factors for low produc- 
tion, but judging from the number of high producing cows 
that are from low or medium producing dams, one is 
inclined to believe that high production may be dominant 
over low production If neither high nor low production 
is dominant, then we may expect that the mating of a 
high producing animal with a low producing animal will 
result in an animal whose producing ability is intermed- 
iate. 

If the factors for production are dominant over 
the factors for low production, our cow if properly de- 
veloped will be a high producer. How will she breed? 
The producing ability of her offspring will depend partly, 
of course, on the kind of a sire she is mated with. If she 
is mated with a sire all of whose factors governing pro- 
ducion are for high production, then we may expect that 
two out of four of her offspring will have all factors for 
high production; and that two out of four will be like their 
dam, half of their factors for high and half for low pro- 
duction.

This indicates why many of the great sires of pro- 
duction get such a@ large proportion of their offspring that 
are high producers. All of their factors relative to pro- 
duction are for high production; consequently in all their 


offspring at least a part of the factors governing produc- 
tion will be for high production. If the offspring of such 
a sire be bred to a sire all of whose production factors are 
for high production, then a greater proportion of the second 
sire’s offspring should be high producers. 

If this cow in the diagram is bred to a bull whose germ 
plasm is like her own, half of the factors for high and 
half for low production, then we may expect that one out 
of four of their offspring would have both like factors for 
high production, and would therefore be a high producer, 
and transmit only high production. Two out of four of 
their offspring would be like the sire and dam, part of 
their factors tor low and part for high production, and 
consequently their production capacity would depend upon 
whether the factors for high or low production were dom- 
inant; and they would be expected to breed both good and 
poor producers. One out of four of the offspring of this 
mating should have both like factors for low production, 
and should therefore be low producers and transmit low 
production. 

If this cow should be bred to a sire all of whose fac- 
tors pertaining to production were for low production, 
then half of their offspring would have the factors both 
for high and for low production in their germ plasm, and 
half their offspring would have only the factors for low 
production and consequently would be low producers and 


would transmit low production.

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Of course if production capacity is governed by a great 
many factors, the problem will not work out so simply as 
this and there will be many animals whose production is 
intermediate between low and high producers. 

The method of transmission of dairy ability does show 
however, why the offspring of high producing cows are not 
all high producers. It probably illustrates, too, why some 
sires get a large proportion of their offspring good  pro- 
ducers regardless of the producing ability of the dams of 
their daughters. If all the factors pertaining to producing 
ability, in a sire, are for high production, and if high pro- 
duction is dominant over low production, then all his off 
spring will be high producers, even should their dams be 
low producers, because the half of their factors which 
they receive from the sire will be for high production. 
While the daughters of such a sire might all be high pro- 
ducers, they will transmit low production to part of their 
offspring if the factors governing production in the germ 
plasm of their dams were for low production. 

We see a great variation in the producing ability of 
the daughters of a sire, some of his highest-producing 
daughters may be from low producing dams, and some of 
his lowest-producing daughters from the highest produc- 
ing dams. This probably indicates that in the germ plasm 
of this sire and of the dams of his daughters, not all the 
factors governing production were for high production, 
and in the case of a low-producing daughter from a high- 
producing dam, it was an ovum bearing the factors for 
low production, that was fertilized by a spermatozoon also 
bearing the factors for low production. 

Production records are a guide to the transmission 
of producing ability, though not a complete guide. We 
may expect that a high producing cow will transmit high 
production to at least a part of her offspring. But it 
should be remembered that the producing ability of the 
offspring of a high producing cow depends not on the 
cow alone, but equally on the transmitting ability of the 
sire she is mated with. Many of those who have dis- 
cussed the transmitting ability of the high-producing cow 
seem to have given no Gonsideration to this point. 

There are many breeders, on the other hand, who 
would credit the sire with the ability to govern entirely 
the production capacity of his daughters. It has been 
proven beyond question that many characters are trans- 
mitted in a sex-linked manner, that is, the factors for the 
characters known to be transmitted in this way are found 
in the sex determining chromosome. Pearl, for instance, 
found that the factor governing high egg production was 
transmitted from father to son, or from mother through 
son to granddaughter, but never from mother to, daughter 
I do not believe however, that from our present knowledge 
it can be said that milk and fat producing ability are sex 
linked characters. 

An illustration of a sex-linked character that is fre- 
quently cited is that of hereditary color-blindness in man. 
A color-blind man mated with a woman whose vision is 
normal will have children of both sexes with normal vis- 
ion, but his daughters if married to men of normal vision 
will transmit color-blindness to half their sons: and if 
married to color-blind men will transmit color-blindness 
to half their daughters and half their sons; while the sons 
of the color-blind father will transmit only normal vision 

The many experiments and demonstrations with var 
ious plants and animals which have proved that the factors 
governing hereditary characters are transmitted in the 
germ plasm, convince us that the producing ability of any 
heifer, granting that she is normally developed, depends 
upon the combination of factors governing production, 
that she has derived from each of her parents. What the 
parents were able to transmit to this heifer depends upon 
the combination of factors that they, in turn, derived from 
their parents. Does it seem reasonable, if the producing 
ability of the ancestry of a heifer is unknown, that one 
can tell by looking at that heifer what the combination of 
factors governing production in her germ plasm holds 
forth for her as a_ producer? Can we tell by type? We 
can tell if she has a big roomy barrel, a big heart girth, a 
pliable skin, a well hung, capacious udder, a level rump: 
and the general breed type. But do those points in her 
conformation prove to us that she has the combination of 
factors that will make her a big producer? 

We may grant that a cow in order to be a big producer 
must have the capacity to handle large amounts of feed 
and this means that she must have a large capacious 
barrel. In order to produce large amounts of milk, she 
must also have an udder with capacity. She must also

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have constitution and we have been accustomed to looking 
at the heart girth for indications of this. Whether or not 
the heart girth indicates constitution, we need not dis- 
cuss here. Our large-producing cow must also have a 
large flow of blood to the udder, and we have looked to 
the milk wells and milk veins for indications of this. A 
few years back, I ligated the milk veins of a cow and she 
continued to produce normally, showing that the interior 
veins are capable of taking care of the flow of blood from 
the udder. Let us grant, however, that in heavy-producing 
cows of all breeds these general points in conformation are 
found; but do these points change proportionately to the 
difference in production of various cows? Do we find a 
proportionately bigger barrel, a more capacious udder, on 
the 800-lb. of fat cow than on the 600-lbs. of fat cow? In 
addition to these, in order to have type we must have a 


straight back, a level rump, a well balanced udder, well 
filled crops, pretty heads, and so on. 
Do not think from this that I do not like type. 1 like 


io see a typy cow as well as anyone, but we should con- 
sider carefully the extent to which type aids us in select- 
ing production. 

it seems to me that type and production are for the 
most part two different things. A sloping rump is ob- 
jectionable because we do not like its appearance, and 
therefore we want to select breeding animals with level 
rumps; not because it will affect the production of the 
animal, but because it is unpleasing to look at. It is 
questionable if many sSway-back cows have weak backs, 
but even though the sway back does not indicate weakness, 
it tails to present so pleasing an appearance as the level 
back. And these same things may be said of the homely 
heads, heavy horns, thick necks, hollow crops, and to a 
certain extent level udders. Perhaps the best balanced 
udder will be the most capacious, though we have all seen 
cows with low pendulant udders that had capacity, but 
that were not desirable because of their udder’s shape 
and liability to injury. 

Over in India and China the water buffalo is said to 
be a good dairy animal, having been known to produce as 
high as 270 pounds of fat under their conditions. The type 
of these animals would not appeal to us, however, with 
their sloping rumps and hump backs. A short time ago, I 
saw a rather noted producing cow that had a very notice- 
able dip in her back where the thoracic vertebrae and the 
iumbar vertebrae meet. 1 saw a daughter of this cow, 
also a splendid producer, that showed the same peculiarity 
in conformation. Three sons of this cow did not show the 
dip in the back themselves, but it was noticeable in the 
daughters of two of the sons and also in the granddaughters 
of one son. This dip in the back was a detriment to the 
appearance of these animals, but I question if it had any 
effect on their producing ability. 

We should breed the most beautiful animals that we 
can and that means that we must by all means give con- 
sideration to type in the selection of our breeding animals. 
But in order to breed production, we must be guided by 
production records. The man who is able to breed great 
producing animals that also have fine type, has accom- 
plished an infinitely more difficult achievement than he 
who breeds animals of fine type with ordinary produc- 
tion, or he who breeds animals of superior production with 
inferior type, for whom the number of characters that we 
select for is increased, we greatly increase the difficulty of 
combining the desirable factors for those characters. 


The Question of Line Breeding 


With many breeders, the first consideration in selecting 
a bull is that he be related to the last sire that was used 
or of the same family as that which predominates in the 
herd. If some relationship does not exist, the opinion 
prevails that the animals mated will not nick well, and 
consequently good results will not be secured. 

Such terms as “blood harmonizing”, “cold blood”, 
‘warm blood,” and so on are terms that are commonly 
used in connection with the term “nick,” giving the im- 
pression that the inheritable characters are carried in 
the blood. Such is not the case. 

When two animals are mated and good offspring are 
secured, it is said that these two animals, or the families 
they represent, “nick’’ well. If the result of the mating 
is undesirable, the animals do not “nick” well. We fre- 
quently see the statement that the bulls of a certain line 
of breeding have been found to nick well with all fam- 
ilies, or with certain families. The real question which 
underlies nicking, as I understand it, is this: Are the 


factors governing milk and butterfat production that en- 
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able Fauvic’s Prince to sire daughters with great pro- 
ducing ability, the same factors or combination of factors 
that enable Golden Glow’s Chief to sire great producing 
daughters? 

It has been demonstrated that one pair of Guinea pigs 
of certain colors may be mated and get offspring of a 
certain color. Another pair of Guinea pigs, of different 
colors than the first pair, may be mated and get offspring 
of the same color as the offspring of the first pair. The 
color factors in the first pair were undoubtedly different 
from the color factors in the second pair, but the result 
of the combination of these different sets of factors is the 
same. If the combination of factors governing produc- 
tion that makes one bull a sire of great producing cows 
is different from the factors that make another bull a 
sire of great producing cows, then it is not difficult to 
conceive of failure resulting from the mating of the first 
sire with the second sire’s daughters. If the factors that 
enable one bull to be a great sire of dairy production, are 
entirely different from the factors that enable the second 
bull to be a great sire, and the two sets of factors are 
brought together, the reaction of the two sets may result 
unfavorably and _ therefore the animals may not nick 
If, however, the factors that enable one bull to be a great 
sire of producing-ability daughters, are the same as those 
which enable any great sire to be such, then any great 
sire may be mated with the daughters of another great 
sire of the same breed, with the expectation of securing 
zood results. 

Let us suppose that those two great Jersey sires, 
Fauvic’s Prince and Golden Glow’s Chief, have equally 
great ability as sires of production and type, but are un- 


related. The question is, will an animal of the following

Aside from the questions of the effect of inbreeding on 
constitutional vigor and fertility, no reason is known why 
the animal of No. 2 breeding should not be as desirable 
as the animal of No. 1 breeding, unless it be that the 
factors which cause Fauvic’s Prince to be a sire of great 
producing animals are different from the factors that en- 
able Golden Glow’s Chief to be a sire of great producing 
animals. If the breeding ability of Golden Glow’s Chief 
was unknown, then the animal of No. 1 breeding would 
be preferable, because we know that Fauvie’s Prince is 
a great breeding sire, and his second appearance in the 
pedigree as sire of the dam eliminates the possibility of 
some undesirable breeding animal appearing there and 
representing 25 per cent of No. 1’s ancestry. 

If the factors that enable these two bulls to be sires 
of great producing animals are different, it is very im- 
portant that we should know to what degree of relation 
ship they are different or, let us say, how distantly re- 
lated the animals that are mated may be, and still have 
like factors relative to producing ability. 


If the factors that enable these two bulls to be sires 
of great production are the same, then it is a question 
of mating animals within a breed, all of whose sires and 
dams for three or four generations have proved by their 
breeding records that they have the combination of fac- 
tors that enable them to be great producers and trans- 
mitters of production and also the factors that enable 
them to have and to transmit desirable type. When we 
mate animals with ancestry that come up to these re- 
quirements, and then mate the progeny back to sires of 
the same kind of breeding, we will be securing animals 
which will not revert back to low production and unde- 
sirable type, and we will secure a large percentage of 
sires who will be prepotent in impressing these desirable 
characters on their offspring, even though the dams they 
are mated with are not so well bred. 

The question of whether or not the factors that enable 
one bull to be a great sire, are the same as those that 
enable another bull, of the same breed, to be a great sire. 
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is an extremely important one. We hope that our re- 
searches of dairy cattle breeding problems will throw some 
light on this point. 

I believe that the man who will make the greatest prog- 
ress in breeding dairy cattle is the man who has complete 
knowledge of the ability of the ancestry of the animals 
he is working with, to transmit great production and to 
transmit desirable type; and who will mate only such an- 
imals as have ancestry that comes up to these require- 
ments—or if he can not mate animals both of whom have 
proven ancestry, he will use for generation after genera- 
tion only such sires as have proved by their breeding 
records that they have the combination of factors that 
will enable them to transmit high production and also de- 
sirable type.
